Dr. CHARLES A, SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one of the 
Organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
ROBERT TAPER as a co-ormanizer of theFPCC and said TABER 
drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisenent. Dix. SANTOS-BUCH 
further testified that he and TABER obtained $3,500 from the 
Cuber Government throush the son of Cuba's Foreign Minister, 
which funds, along with ebout $1,100 collected from supporters 
of the FPCC, peid for the cost of aforementioned advertisement 
in "The New York Times".
